LONDON PAPER WOULD HALT 
USE OF WORDS HUN AND BOCHE 


Weekly Astonishes Radical Readers 
by Advocating “Good Man- 
ners” Toward Germans. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July § 18.—Discussing 
things as they are soon to be, if the 
terms of the peace treaty are to be 
carried out, a popular weekly review 
has astonished some of its more rad- 
ical readers with the following: 
“Germany is now technically a 
friendly Power, or soon will be. That 
being so we suggert that bur press 
might with advantage discontinue 
{ts sprightly habit of using the 
words ‘Hun’ and ‘Boche’ on all 
possible occasions. We shall soon 
have the German embassy again oc- 
cupied and it would really be de- 
plorable if its chief were commonly 
referred to in print.as the ‘Hun 
Ambassador’ or the ‘Boche diplo- 
mat!’ 
“It is not because of our love for 
the German, but regard of our own 
reputation for good manners that 
this suggestion is made. We shall 
be sorry to part with ‘Boche.’ The 
name was an inspiration. ‘Hun’ has 
no merit except brevity and all per- 
sons of good sense will be glad to 
see it go."

| COLOMBIA TREATY 
BEFORE SENATE 
FOR QUICK ACTION 


F avorably Reported Without 
Dissenting Vote—Attempt to 
| Cut Payment Fails.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Favor- 


able report on the treaty with Colom- 
bia was ordered today by the Senate 
Loreign Relations Committee with- 
out a dissenting vote.

Practically 
none of the 15,000 negroes employed 
by the big packing companies at the 
(hieago Union Stockyards reported 
for work today and as a result sev- 
eral plants were obliged to operate 
with a curtailed force. The police 
today issued warnings for negroes 
to keep off the streets of the South 
Side until order is restored. 

There were several exciting 
clashes in the loop district this morn- 
ing when mobs of white men chased 
negroes for blocks, shouting: “Kill 
the ‘coons!” The police used their 
batons vigorously in dispersing these 
mobs and rescuing the negroes. 

An unidentified negro was killed 
and two negroes were wounded at 
Wabash and Adams _§ streets. the 
heart of the downtown districts, in 
rioting which was renewed shortly 
after 6 o'clock this morning.

been granted 3000 members of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union of St. 
Louis by the manufacturers, and a 
new agreement between the two 
parties embodying this concession, 
t» become effective Sept. 1, was rati- | 
fied by the union last night, at four 
meetings held at 2228 Olive streét 


and Sheldon Memorial auditorium. 

The reduction of six hours a week 
is equivalent to an increase in wages_ 
of 13.6 per cent, according to oo 
E. Woracek, business agent of the 
shoe workers, who also is president 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. 

The factories which granted the 
short week are Hamilton-Brown, Jo-. 
hansen Bros. and John Meter. The 
contracts between the union and 
these concerns do not expire for sev- 
eral months, and, in some cases, un- 
til next year, but following a series. 
of conferences started by Woracek, 
the contracts were opened on the 
question of hours.

Solombola was 
supposed to be the center of the ex- 
pected revolution, but Ambassador. 
Francis stopped it in the first reel. 
Whatever power the crazy “Chaplin’’ 
travesty of Government had, it was 
‘recognized by citizens there gener- | 
ally that Gen. Poole had been relied 
upon by the usurpefs to be the power 
behind the throne. 


In theory, perhaps, there was 


some justification for this attitude 
of Gen. Poole’s, for he was the man 
‘who counted on the resurrection of 
the old Russian army around his 
staff, which he had brought there 
expressly for that purpose. It was 
the theory that there would be a 
mad scramble to re-form that army, 
| supported by the allies with food and 
munitions. There was a scramble 
‘for the food, but the unedible ap- 
purtenances of this scheme were 
‘repugnant to the Russian appetite. 


The strike at Archangel, which 


followed at once, is ascribed by all 
observers of conditions at that time 
| directly to this faux pas.

Silence of Days Broken by Sobs. 


I was sitting down by the corrals one day when Stanton came 
along. ‘‘Lo, Sandy, here’s a new bridle with tassels on it. Get your 
horse.’’ It was the first thing anyone had said to me in three days 
and I just busted out erving. 

I was Jim Stanton’s Man Friday after that. He came to trust 
me like the toughest man on the range. He treated me like a pal. 
Stanton taught me the cowboy law and except for the running of the 
horses in my early davs, I never violated it. I was square as any 
fellow and reckoned a valuable hand, though I was 10 years young- 
er than most of them, 

Then came the tragedy that made me a ‘‘wild one.’’ Some 
steers from the O-X raneh got mixed with ours. There was a 
dispute over the brands. Jim won his point, and the O-X peelers 
left without any particular ill-feeling.
